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MOTHER WITH HER IN COURT 


Shortage Is Now Said to Have 
Been $600, Instead of 
Larger Amount, 


There has seldom been a more attractive 
defendant in the criminal division of the 
Cricuit Court than Miss Kathryne Bresn- 
ham, indicted on the charge of embezzi.ng 
$1500 from one of the St. Louis offices of 
the Prudential Insurance Co.. whose, trial 
began Wednesday before Judge Withrow. 

Miss Bresnham, accompanied by her 
mother, came into court, fashionably 
attired in a black tailor-made suit and 
black coat, black furs and brown hat. 

She has a pretty face and larse blue eyés 
and the fact that she was defendant in ihe 
case did not seem to concern her greatly. 


Tokio telegrams give the text of the con- 
vention for surrender as follows: 
“Article 1. All Russian soldiers. marines, 


volunteers, also government officials at the 
garrison and harbor of Port Arthur,- are 
taken prisoners. 

“Article 2. All forts, batteries, warships. 
other ships and boats, arms, ammunition, 
horses, all materials for hostile use, gov- 
ernment buildings and all objects belonging 
to the Russian government shall be trans- 
ferred to the Japanese army in their ex- 
isting condition. 

“Article 3. On the preceding two condi- 
tions being assented to, as a guarantee for 
the fulfillment thereof, the men garrisoning 
the forts and the batteries on Etse Moun- 
tain. Sunshu Mountain, Antse Mountain 
and the line of eminences southeast there- 
from shall be removed by noon of Jan. 2 
and the same shall be transferred to the 
Japanese army. 

“Article 4. Should Russian military or 
naval men be deemed to have destroyed 
the objects named In article 2 or to have 
caused alteration in any way of their con- 
dition at the existing time of the signing 
of this compact, the negotiations shall be 
annulled and the Japanese army will take 
free action. 

“Article 5. The Russian military and na- 
val authorities shall prepare and transfer 
to the Japanese army a table showing the 
fortifications of Port Arthur and thelr re- 
spective positions, and maps showing the 
location of mines, underground and sub- 
marine, and all other dangerous objects: 
also a table showing the composition and 
system of the army and naval services at 
Port Arthur; a list of army and navy of- 
ficers, with names. rank and duties of gaid 
officers; a list of army steamers, warships 
and other ships, with the numbers of their 
respective crews; a list of civilians, show- 
ng the number of men and women, their 
race and occupations.

PRESIDENT ANXIOUS 
TO BE PEACEMAKER.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—So anxious 
President Roosevelt to act as peacemaker 
between the Mikado and Czar that he is 
prepared to overlook Russia's snub to his 
previous offer of mediation and volunteer 
his good offices a second time to end hos- 
tilities In the far Hast. 

The President tncHnes to the opinion that 
the first overtures will come from Japan 
and that they may be expected within a 
few months—perhaps even in two or three. 
On account of the jealousies between Eu- 
ropean powers he believes that the nego- 
tiations must be conducted through the 
United States. 

In reaching his present decision he has 
aetermined to reconsider his previous re- 
solve not to intervene unless invited to do 
so by both warring nations.

Juries have been asked for by the de- 
fendants in three of the most important 
eases of violution of the smoke abatement 
ordinance, the constitutionality of which 
was recently upheld in the state Supreme 
Court. 


Inapector Jones has two cases pending 
against the Heidbreder Ice Co., Twelfth 
and Palm streets. This concern has three 
stacks, each of which is nearly 48 inches In 
diameter. . 

The ality has four cases 
Mound City Ice Co., 3015 North Broadway 
The Mound City plant has one stack (5 
inches in diameter which inspectors. declare 
la one of the worst ‘smokers’ in North 
St. Louls. 

Tamm Bros.’ Glue Co., at Vandeventer 
and Sarpy avenues, have four stacks rang- 
ing from 24 to 48 Inches tn d'ameter, which 
these nakes inspectors complain about. 

The cases against these three firms were 
called Dec. 31 and set for Jan. 23. One of 
the Tamm brothers sa‘d in court that he 
was changing the boilers in their glue 
works, and would put in smoke consumers. 
If they can show a jury that they are try- 
tng to comply with the law. the inspector 
will hardly be able to make a case against 
them with a jury. 

The Hetdbreder Company is also said to 
have finally decided to install a smoke con- 
Sumer. Inspector Jones also has cases 
pendink against two quarry companies, 
the Heman, at Spring avenue and Forest 
Park boulevard, and the G. Eyermann, at 
196 8. Grand avenue, for violation of the 
smoke abatement ordinance. These 
case have been set for Jan. 19.

‘The new canon, so far as I know, has 
nothing whatever to do with it, as the old 
canon was in force when it was made. 
Should a new presentment be made 1 would 
have to make myself familiar with the 
new canon before acting upon it. 

“T see that it has been stated that I have 
sent a man to Huntingdon to investigate 
the case. I have sent no one to Hunting- 
don and have no acquaintance wtih Mr. 
Hugo Muler, whom I was said to have 
sent.’

ARBITRATION RESCLUTIONS. 

The resolutions addressed by the mass meeting at the 
Merchants’ Exchange, to the United States Senate, urging the 
ratification of arbitration treaties, are in the line of true 
progress. And it is especially gratifying that such sentiment 
should proceed from the city of the World’s Fair. 

The arbitration treaties have been almost forgotten owing 
to the negligence of the Senate. A number of them are pending, 
but the gravity of the assembly is so great that action is diffi- 
cult to procure. It is hoped these resolutions will quicken the 
senators’ appreciation of a very vital popular demand. 

St. Louis is, as Mr. Bartholdt observed, “inseparably linked 
with the great cause of international arbitration.” The inter- 
parliamentary Congress, organized for purposes of peace, met 
in St. Louis during the World’s Fair, and it was in response 
to the request of that body that President Roosevelt issued his 
call for a second Hague conference. The movement, thus s0 
auspiciously begun should be pushed steadily forward. And if 
the resolutions adopted Tuesday effect their object a long step 
toward the organization of an arbitration court with ample 
jurisdiction will have been made. 

By turning her attention to the peacefal development of her 
resources Russia may become the greatest empire on earth, 
What wonders the money she has spent in her unnecessary war 
with Japan would have accomplished had it been rightly ap- 
plied!

The plaintiff is Dr. W. B. Estes, a ship 
physician, who formerly practiced medicine 
and dentistry in this city. His wife was 
Myrtle Scott, who trod the boards at Fisch- 
er’s and went with the Koib-Dill troupe to 
the antipodes. He charged her with cru- 
elty. She entered denials, set up a re- 
criminatory defense and filed a cross-com- 
plaint accusing him of mistreatment. Her 
cross-compilaint was withdrawn by Attor- 
ney Martin Stevens at the opening of the 
trial, but he will fight the case to the end.

Shortly after that midnight she sum- 
moned two men, had him bound and hand- 
cuffed and taken in an ambulance to Mra. 
Atkinson's sanitarium en Sutter street.

Ppital, where he was sovn given his lib- 
erty. He says she took this method of 
biocking the divorce case which he had 
filed. On ahother occasion she locked him 
in a room at Keswick, in Shasta County, 
because, he says, he would not, give her a 
patent medicine which he had compdund- 
ed.
